As a result of my inquiries and other 
nquiries, I have no hesitancy in saying 
hat a person who finds fault with this 
nstitution must do so on principle and 
ot because of any serious defects In its 
idministratton. It seems evident to me 
hat those who in recent months, par- 
icularly during the session of the last 
egislature—covertly, in the dark, mostly 
voaring masks and having other charac- 
teristics of the assassin—were after our 
Orphans' Home; were seeking its lite 
rather than seeking to improve Its char- 
acter. 


State Soldiers' Home. 
I have made but one visit to our Sol- 
diers' Home, though I have often been 
there before. On this visit I took neither 
whitewash nor mud. nor have I been pro 
vided with either since my return. '. 
know for myself about this institution 
It IH familiar ground to me. and a Iarg< 
number of Its members, as well as it 
official staff, I am proud to consider my 
personal friends. I was one of those, wh 
ir. a humble way. tolled at its foundation 
and have steadily lent a hand as Its wall 
bastions and pillars have risen from th 
ground. I make no apology to any ma 
for Its existence. If It needs such poo 
defense as I am able to give. I stan 
ready to defend it 
And in any respcc 
that it merits praise, as It does In man 
respects. 1 am not ashamed in any pres 
ence to praise It. 
None of us can forget that our Soldier 
Home was born 
In this city 
of For 
Wayne, and in this very room. In the en 
campment held here fifteen years ago las 
April, after a full and free discussion, 
was decirteil to establish a Soldiers' Horn 
on the cottage plan, for the benefit 
both soldiers and their wives. For a be 
ginning, an appropriation was made o 
of our own funds for buildings, ancl

Lexington, Ky.. May 23.—Almost ex- 


actly three years after the shooting of 
Town Marshal Thomas CockriU at 
Jackson, a verdict of not guilty was 
returned here today in the case of 
Judge James Hargis. the first of those 
who were jointly charged with that 
murder, and another chapter in the 
famous Breathitt county feud annals 
was concluded. 


On June 21, 1904, Cockrill was shot 


in the court house at Jackson, dying 
later at Lexington where he was taken 
for medical attention, and during the 
trial several witnesses 
swore 
that 


Judge Hargis, his brothers and Sheriff 
Ed Callahan had entered into a mur- 
der conspiracy promising immunity to 
any one who would shoot Cckrill, Dr. 
B. D. Cox and J. B. Marcum, all three 
of whom have since died by shooting. 
The defense, however, presented testi- 
mony tending to disprove the conspir- 
acy charge and Judge Hargis, testify- 
ing on his own behalf, -denied all con- 
nection with the shooting. 
Curt Jett, 


who confessed to killing Marcum for 
which he was given a life sentence, 
was a witness against Judge Hargis. 


The next trial in this series will be 


called at Sandy Hook, Elliott county, 
on Monday, May 27, when the same 
defendants will be tried for the mur- 
der of Dr. B. D. Cox, at Jackson, on 
April 14, 1902, a change of venue hav- 
ing been taken from Breathitt county. 


When the verdict in the Hargis 


trial was announced 
today a great 


cheer arose from the friends of Judge 
Hargis, who crowded the court room 
and it was necessary for Circuit Judge 
Watts Parker to rap repeatedly for or- 
der.

nearly three years. 


The Hargis case has been on trial 


here for over two weeks. More than 
fifty witnesses were examined. This 
is "the second acquittal of Hargis, he 
having been declared not guilty of 
the murder of James B. Marcum at his 
trial at Beattyville last July.

larger nation has not been drawn into 
open war. 


Guatemala declared war against Sal- 


vador and Honduras in February, BOB, 
which may be said to have continued 
intermittently ever since. 
In 1900, 


after a series of battles with the Sal- 
vadorean armies President 
Calvera 


was accused by Mexico with having 
broken faith tl.reo hours after making 
an agreement with the president of 
Mexico to ccaso hostilities pending 
peace negotiations. 
Since that time 


feeling between tho two nations has 
been friendly only from a strictly offi- 
cial point of view and Mexico has fre- 
quently expressed irritation at the 
acts of her neighbor. 


Both nations have recently asserted 


that they are prepared for war. Gua- 
temala, with 2,000,000 population, has 
an army of about S.OOO on a peace foot- 
ing, with an unorganized militia of 
57,000 and a reserve of 30,000, but it 
is not believed it could put more than 
12.000 in the field at once. 


The republic relies for Its mili- 


tary forces largely upon the military 
training imposed on all schools, public 
and private. Altogether about 25.000 
pupils arc under military training In 
the Guatemalan schools. Guatemala's 
famous artillery corps consists of six 
batteries of four rapid fire guns each. 


Mexico, on the other 'hand, has 120 


guns in her artillery branch. Mexico's 
nrmy consists of 15.CG1. infantry. 7.0(12 
cav.ilry.

Presbyterians at Columbus

two hours of exciting debate, which,

Presbyterian general assembly yester- 
day closed one of the liveliest ses- 
sions in its history by adopting with- 
out, a dissenting vote resolutions de- 
claring as its policy that the perma- 
nent committee on temperance shall 
not embark upon or interfere in politi- 
cal work and indorsing the American 
Anti-Saloon league. 
The resolutions 


commend the league as a "safe, sane 
and effective organization in the ad- 
vancement of the great cause of tem- 
perance," and pledge to' it the fullest 
.co-operation "consistent with the con-- 
stitutioa of the church." 


Decide to Settle Contest. 


When at 3 o'clock, as a special order 


for the day, the assembly called for 
the reports of the 
committee on 


church polity and temperance, it was 
evident that a majority of the com- 
missioners were bent upon settling 
then and for all time the controversy, 
which has been aroused by the con- 
flict between the permanent temper- 
ance committee of the Presbyterian 
church, which has been instrumental 
in organizing the Inlerchnrch Temper- 
ance federation and the Anti-Saloon 
league. A program, which sought to 
defer action on "the vital question, ha<" 
been mapped out by the committee on 


the constitutional right of petition 
as guaranteed in our standards. 


Whereas, 
We contend that the 


church as an organization must con- 
tinue to do Its own temperance 
work. 


Resolved, 
That the general as- 


sembly of the Presbyterian church, 
United States of America, most 
heartily commends 
the American 


Anti-Saloon league as a sane, safe 
and effective organization, in the ad- 
vancement of the great cause of 
temperance and pledges thereto the 
fullest co-operation consistent with 
the constitution of the church. 


Passes Polity Report. 


The report of the committee 
on 


church polity was the first called-for, 
and was presented by Rev. Dr. Wil- 
liam P. Fulton, of Philadelphia.

•reported a resolution declaring the as-

Indianapolis, May 23:—There is or.o 


Br.iall grain of comfort, to be found '.n 
tho compilation of inspection results 
In-the state since thr> ni!\v pure food 
and general sanitation law went into 
effect; none of the drug stores that 
have been inspected were found to bo 
in the lowest class as far ns sanitary 
aspects were concerned—denominated 
bad. 


H. E. Barnard, chemist of tho state 


board of health, and state food and 
drug commissioner, has made a com- 
pilation 
of 
the 
1,005 
inspections 


made by the food and drug inspectors. 
In this number 165 were of drug stores, 
of which seven were classed "excel- 
lent," ninety-one were classed "good." 
sixty "fair," seven "poor," and none 
"bad." 


The greater num" sr of the inspec- 


tions made showed conditions that 
were "fair." This includes inspections 
made of daries, groceries, meat mar- 
kets and. slaughter houses, hotels awl 
restaurants, bakeries and confection- 
eries. Above this average line of fair 
are the good and the excellent classi- 
fications, and below it are the poor 
and the bad classifications. 


Of the twenty-nine dairies, four were 


excellent, eight were good, seventy 
fair, five poor and only two bad. Of 
the 357 groceries, fifteen were excel- 
lent, 120 were good, 181 were fair, 
thirty-one were poor and ten were bad. 


Only Three Excellent Meat places. 
'Only three of the 220 meat markets 


and slaughter houses wore classed as 
excellent. 
Fifty-eight were classed 


good, 134 fair, fifteen poor and ten 
actually bad. Even the hotels did not 
come up as the commissioner desired, 
only six being in the excellent class. 
Forty-five were in the good class, fifty- 
six fair, twenty-eight poor and four 
bad. 


Bakeries and confectioneries 


examined to the number of ninety-five 
Of this number two were excellent 
thirty-eight good, forty-one fair, twelve 
poor and two bad. 


"It will be. noticed that only few 


places are in a really excellent con 
dition," said H. E. Barnard, food and 
drug 
commissioner. 
"By that we 


mean absolutely clean, well ventilated, 
lighted and'entirely sanitary in every 
respect. Rather more than a third of 
the inspection revealed good condi- 
tions; nearly half were only in fair 
condition, that is, the floors, walls and

occurs it would likely bo because of 
the trouble over steel rails which has 
cropped up within tho last year, and 
now assumed grave proportions. There

UTILITIES BILL 


Governor's Measure Wins 


in Empire State by a 


Large Margin. 
- 


Albany, N. Y., May 23.-—After a de 


bate of less than two hours, Governor 
Hughes' public utilities bill was passe< 
ay the senate yesterday afternoon bj 
a vote of 41 to C. The votes cas 
against it were all democratic. They 
were those of Senators Cullen, Hasen 
flug, Thompson and McCarren, o 
Kings, Frawley and McManus, of New 
York. 
Immediately after the senate 


had completed its roll call on the bil 
it was taken over to the assembly 
which was in waiting. Without de 
bate the bill was called up and in 
less than two minutes by a quick roi 
call the assembly unanimously con 
curred in the amendments. The mea: 
ure now passed by the legislature will I 
be sent to Mayor McClellan at once. 


The time occupied in passing thu 


bill in both houses today was less than 
three hours. The bill was reported to 
the senate in the morning by the fin- 
ance committee, and with it was read 
the first "emergency" message of'Gov- 
ernor Hughes certifying the existence, 
in his opinion, of a public necessity for 
the immediate passage of the "bill. 
The bill was placed on the order of 
final passage, but parliamentary ob- 
jections made by Senator McCarren 
.(democrat of-Kings) delayed action 
for a time. 


Way Had Been Prepared. 


In a thoroughly perfunctory fashion, 


which showed the result had been dis- 
counted, the senate later took tip the 
bill, which was in a slightly different 
form than when passed by the assem- 
bly last week. 
The amendments 


which have been made in the bill since 
then are insignificant, and are satis- 
factory to Governor Hughes. 


The debate over the measure was 


opened by Senator McCarren. who of- 


i fered an amendment providing that 


j the mayor should appoint the com- 
i missioaers fbr the First district. This 
| was voted down. 32 to U. three dcmo- 
'jcrats voting against the amendment. 


These democrats were Fuller of Kings, 
Harte of Queens, and Taylor of Or- 
ange. 
This preliminary skirmish in- 


dicated, however, that the bill was not 
to have the unanimous support it had 
In the assembly. 


A second amendment was offered by 


Senator Cohalan, democrat, of New- 
York, which provided for the election 
of the commissioners by a direct vote. 
His amendment wns voted down. 33 to 


Vice President Suspected 


of Designs to Split Up 


the Buckeye State.

This Is the question which Is dlsturblnR 
a lot of Tuft boomers just now. 
For- 


snnnlly. I bellevo their fenra are wholly 
unfounded, but many of the Taft men 
nro on the lookout for active opposition 
n tho Interest of the Fairbanks move- 
ment, mid somfi of them think they have 
ilrmrty discovered the trail of the serpent 
across the state. 


"It's the one thing, mid tho only thing, 


which la not yet clenred up In the Ohio 
situation." said onn of the strongest sup- 
porters of the seerotnry of war, although 
nnt one whoso name tins yet boon gen- 
erally mentioned In connection with the 
Taft movement. "There Is not much pos- 
itive evidence of Fairbanks' activity In 
Ohio. Any opposition to Taft In his own 


would surely react on Fairbanks or 
any other man responsible for It. At tho 
Same time conditions whlnh have faced 
us all along and which arc now facing us 
am Identical with those which would he 
created by M. clever Fairbanks manager 
working under cover." 


Conditions Are Peculiar. 
These conditions, of which the Taft 


men arc so suspicious may mean a com- 
munity of Interest between Fairbanks and 
Foraker, are not generally understood 
outside the state. Taft Is reasonably cer- 
tain now to have the solid delegation 
from Ohio. 
At the same time the two 


senators and many prominent republican 
leaders refuse to come out heartily for 
the secretary. 
Senator Foraker Insists 


now -that the state must declare Its pref- 
erences In the good old way. 


In 
other 
words, 
the 
Taft 
people, 


through lack of anything 
approaching 


formal Indorsement by anybody, cannot 
go out Into the, rest of the country this 
summer, or even next winter, and prove 
that the secretary of war will have his 
own state solidly behind him. 


Until all the district conventions are 


captured, one after another, 
and 
the 
state convention Instructs four delegates 
at large, Ohio may still he called doubt- 
ful from the standpoint of practical poll- 
tics, because It will still be subject to on- 
slaughts In behalf of other candidates. 
It Is this condition which the Tuft men 
are beginning to suspect may have been 
created by the friends of Fairbanks. act- 
Ing .through the two Ohio senators, to 
cast a cloud on the title of the secretary 
of rwar to his own state. 


Deny Aggressive Move. 


Meanwhile Indiana already has declared 


for Fairbanks, and there Is no question 
as to his personal possession of tho Hoo- 
sier 
commonwealth, at least 
for this 
campaign. All the chances are that this 
condition of affairs In Ohio Is the result 
of purely local conditions. 
Men In local 


machines all over the state tfay that Fair- 
banks has never made any aggressive 
move in Ohio except to establish friendly 
relations as a possible second choice. 


In fact, the machine men say there Is 


something In the nature of an under- 
standing all along the line that there Is 
to be no Invasion of territory as between 
Ohio. Illinois and Indiana. Second choice 
privilege is almost more valuable in each 
case than outright indorsement. If Can- 
non. Fairbanks and Taft are all presented 
as favorite sons it would be natural for 
their three big states to present a solid 
line of battle against any eastern candi- 
date, including Hughes, who might de- 
velope unusual strength. After that any 
one of these three big states might easily 
start a stampede by suddenly declaring 
for its own real second choice from a 
nearby state. 
In states like Michigan and Kentucky, 


however, conditions are different. 
The 


Fairbanks ami 
Taft people 
clashed 
In 


Kentucky a month ago. They are still 
clashing in Tennessee. These two states 
south of Ohio, are in Taft's old Judicial 
circuit, and he has been talten up pretty 
generally by the lawyers and judges down 
that way. Organization Is Seen. 


It is significant of the Taft campaign 


everywhere that it is conducted by local 
influence. 
Some administration postmas- 
ters and revenue officials may have taken 
a hand In Kentucky without any orders, 
but the politicians agree that the Ken- 
tucky fight came about without interfer- 
ence of the pers'onal representatives of 
the secretary of war. 
On the other hand it Is generally known

The Indiana Idea. 


The method 
by which competition 


fatal to dividends Is to be done away 
with is known among independent tel- 
ephone managers as the "Indiana 
idea." It is the latest development 
from the stniRglo for supremacy in 
that state, where the 
Independents 


have nearly 200,000 telephones in op- 
eration. 
The Bell Interests have pro- 


posed to withdraw from all competlve 
towns In Indiana except two provided 
tho independent companies will take 
the Boll lines into their switchboards 
and deliver to the Bell companies such 
toll buslnfBs ns can not be sent over 
Independent lines.
